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Avila Sister Travels to Romania

In June, Sister Mary McGlone, CSJ, 
stuffed two suitcases with 3 skirts, 3 
pairs of shoes and twenty books for a 
seven week slay in a Romanian convent. 
She travelled there alone, and lived with 
thirty Romanina Sisters. 

Sister Mary joked, “For those who 
know me, picturing me wearing a skirt 
for 7 weeks is a miracle.” 

Sister Mary has been teaching New 
Testament classes at Avila for die past 5 
yettrs, and her students know her passion 
for bringing different cultures into the 
classroom. In the past she has worked in 
El Salvador, Guatemala, Bolivia and 
Peru. 

The purpose of the trip to Romania 
was to teach the New Testament to 
Sisters who had lived under communism 
since 1948. During this lime, they had no 
contact with other Christians; all 
religions except Ortiiodox were illegal. 
After a forty year drought, the Romanian 
Sisters were thirsty for information on 
tiieology and Christianity. 

While providing thirsty quenching 
knowledge, Sr. Mary hoped to learn 
about church history in Romania during 
the past forty years. She said of her 
experience there, “East met West.. .they 



taught me as much as I taught them.” 

At first, Sister Mary was reluctant to 
be a part of the 6 sister team performing 
this outreach program to Romania. 

She added,”When we planned this in 
the summer of 1994, it sounded like a 
wonderful idea, but by die first week of 
June (1995), when I was packing my 
bags, I wondered if 1 hadn't gone beyond 
the borders of my craziness.” 

Her reluctance stemmed from a 
language concern. She did not speak 
Romanian. However, 2 other Sisters 
tackled the fundraising and convinced 
Sister Mary that she had an unusual 
combination; her Ph.D. in theology plus 
her extensive experience working with 
oilier cultures made her invaluable to the 
team. 

Sister Mary soon discovered her fear 
was misplaced; language was not the 
barrier she had invisioned. She was able 
to fall back on her Spanish and teach in 
English, using a Romanian translator. 

Aside from language, one obvious 
cultural difference was dress. The 
Romanian Sisters wear traditional habits. 
Noting Sister Mary’s simple blouses and 
skirts, the Romanians asked her why 
Sisters in the states no longer observe 
this custom. 

Sister Mary answered, “Habits are too 
restrictive. We want to be free to

minister — free to be who we are.” 
Curious, she asked, “Why do you wear 
habits?" 

To her surprise, they replied, "It is an 
expression of freedom. We were not 



allowed to be openly religious before.” 

Sister Mary marvels at these mirror 
images — the same value of freedom, 
expressed in opposite ways in the east 
and the west. 

Sister said that being together with the 
Sisters in Romania this summer made 
her think about what it means to be a 
Catholic and a Sister. She made 
good friends and learned about another 
kind of spirituality which included an 
extreme reverence for everything holy, 
reverence expressed in various ways; 
through quietness, gestures, and singing 
of all prayers. Sister Mary concluded, 
“It’s good dial Christianity is expressed 
in different ways in different places.” 

Avila faculty will have an opportunity 
to leant about Sister Mary’s experience 
in Romania at a colloquium this fall, ;uid 
in a class for alumni during homecoming 
weekend, September 30. 

Sister Mary will also share with 
students every day in her classroom, 
because, she says, “Experiences are 
woven into my life, and therefore they 
come out in everything I do.” 

Sister Mary’s new friends in Romania 
summed up thicr feelings about her in a 
thank you note sent to the Sisters of St. 
Joseph that conclued, “We are sending 
her home on vacation; we hope it will 
not be for too long.”

If you want to avoid this 
scenario, you are encouraged to 
enrich your life with 

experiences from another 
culture by volunteering your 
services during a trip to 
Tijuana, Mexico. The date of 
departure is scheduled for 
January 3, and die trip will last 
for 10 days. During dieir stay 
in Tijuana, students will help 
build at least one home, assist 
at a local orphanage, and live 
the lifestyle of an average 
Mexican citizen. 

Father Dan Torson, Avila 
College’s chaplain and director 
of Campus Ministry, will 
oversee the volunteer activides 
of die students. Fadicr Torson 
feels that this is not merely a 
“give-give” scenario on the part 
of the students. 

“The only way to daily learn 
about a culture is to experience 
it,” Torson said. “By living 
with diem [Tijuanans], we are 
getting a better understanding 
of their lives and culture. More 
is gained than is given during 
this trip.” 

Those who are interested 
need not worry about their 
safety. The students will work 
with a local religious ministry 
group, AMOR Ministries. 
They will provide a building 
manager who will act as both a 
construction supervisor and a 



guide to die local community. 

Last year, a family of four 
was in dire need of a home. 
The family included a mother 
and her four children. Fadier 
Torson recalled dial die woman 
was a “victim of circumstance.” 

“In Tijuana, poverty is a way 
of life for dieir population," he 
said. “Even diougli die woman 
was a dedicated inodier and a 
hard worker, she would not be 
able to rise above her 
environment unless she 
received some outside 
assistance.” 

At die time of the group’s 
arrival, die family was living in 
a camper trailer they called 
home. 

This is where Fadier Torson 
and the volunteers became 
involved. Two current Avila 
students, Amy Schwab and 
Ellen Carmody, helped widi die 
building of a house for the 
family. 

One moment stood out in 
particular for Schwab. She 
said, “After finishing a day’s 
work that included laying the 
foundation, 1 look back to the 
construction site and saw the 
family dancing at the location 
of their future home.” To bodi 
Amy Schwab and Fr. Dan 
Torson, diis moment made dieir 
hard work worthwhile.
